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MORE GROWING PAINS 


Menlo Park, it appears, will be expanding its limits well 
to the north and east before many weeks have passed. A con- 
certed campaign to assure a favorable vote for annexation 
is being conducted by organized residents in the Belle Haven 
area and Suburban Park. Petitions were circulated last week- 
end in Belle Haven and will be taken to Suburban Park prop- 


erty owners next weekend. 


Latest area to join the annexation movement is Menlo 
Oaks, which this week published its notice of intention to cir- 
culate petitions for an annexation election. 

Inclusion of these areas in Menlo Park will be advantag- 
eous to both. The Belle Haven Improvement association gave 
much study to the comparative advantages of annexation or 
incorporation of a separate municipality. Result was a strong 
conviction that annexation te a city already prepared to give 
services was preferable to the involved procedure of incorpor- 
ation and setting up an entirely new local government. If 
these areas join Menlo Park . . . and there seems little question 


they will do so on the basis of informal votes . . 


. they will 


have all the advantages this city will provide in the way of 
police protection, street work, street lighting and recreation 


facilities at Burgess park. 


On the other hand, Menlo Park businessmen will benefit, 
particularly if the city government’s move toward getting direct 
bus transportation between here and those areas are success- 


ful. 


Menlo Park is the logical shopping center for those resi- 


dents, and also the logical commuting point. 

The city government could hardly be accused of looking 
only to new tax revenues from annexation, since the large 
number of veterans’ homes would cut down the total tax in- 
come because of the veterans’ exemption. 

With Menlo Park's fast-expanding business section, these 
annexations certainly will be desirable. They will mean many 
extra dollars in the tills of businessmen here. 


THE SCHOOL BOND ELECTION 


Electors of the Menlo Park school district will be asked on 
Dec. 15 to decide whether the bonded indebtedness of the 
district shall be increased by $100,000 in order to undertake 


needed construction. 


The sum is needed if an adequate- 


sized school is to be constructed on the newly-acquired site 
at Santa Cruz avenue and Elder street, to serve the western 


part of the district. 


Without the bond revenue, current funds will allow only 
the construction of a three-room school, which would fall short 


of alleviating the overcrowded conditions now in effect. 


Ap- 


proval of the bonds will open the way for a sizable structure. 
The district has ordered the preparation of a master plan for 
a 20-room building, and other plans to be made immediately 
ready for a structure of six rooms and a kindergarten. 
Continued increases in bonded debt are naturally hard 
for property owners to bear, but they seem to be the only 


answer if the district is to provide proper facilities.

Menlo Park, San Mateo County, Calif 
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Your 
City’s 
Business

Several times in the last few years 
I have been asked if Menlo Park 
should not relinquish its status as 
a “City of the Sixth Class” and be- 
come a chartered city. My answer 
has been that unless there is some 
pressing need for a power not avail- 
able under the general laws of the 
state, the city would be better off to 
retain the present legal status. This 
advice was also given to city coun- 
cilmen by the staff of the League of 
California Cities at the last con- 
vention. I know of no need for a 
charter for Menlo Park either from 
the standpoint of current operations 
or of our projected program for civ- 
ic improvement. 

Approximately 80 per cent of the 
cities of California are “Cities of 
the Sixth Class”. The powers of 
such cities are specified in the gen- 
eral laws of the state, and revision 
at the biennial sessions of the leg- 
islature keeps the law constantly up 
to date. These laws prescribe the 
number of duties of the councilmen 
and the methods of their election, 
the duties of other city officials, 
the method of legislation, the taxing 
power, and the powers and respons- 
ibilities of the city government. 

There are two cities of the “Fifth 
Class”, Santa Ana and Woodland, 
and 56 chartered cities. The fifth 
class laws cover the same general 
subjects as the sixth class laws with 
some variation to allow for larger 
membership on the city council, etc. 
Chartered cities are those wherein 
the rules and powers of the city 
government have been drawn up in 
a document by an elected board of 
freeholders, and such charter has 
been ratified by the voters of the 
city and by the state legislature. 
Charter provisions must not be in 
conflict with the constitution of the 
State of California. In general, 
chartered cities are the larger ones, 
although cities much smaller than 
Menlo Park, such as Porterville, 
Oroville and Gilroy, have charters. 
Conversely, Beverly Hills, Hunting- 
ton Park and South Gate, cities in 
the 30,000-50,000 population class, 
are sixth class cities. Fairly siz- 
able sixth class cities on the Pen- 
insula are Burlingame and South 
San Francisco. The four chartered 
cities are San Mateo, Redwood City, 
Palo Alto and San Jose. A great 
many city charters are brief doc- 
uments setting up a few special pro- 
visions and then stating, “In all 
other respects the laws of the State 
of California relating to sixth class 
cities shall govern”, 

As pointed out above, the state 
legislature does a good job of keep- 
ing sixth class city law abreast of 
the times. A city charter tends to 
become static and gradually out- 
moded as a vote of the people is re- 
quired for each amendment, and 
unless civic groups are alert to im- 
provements in the science of govern- 
ment, nothing much happens ex- 
cept a patchwork of amendments 
pushed by special interest groups. 
Moreover, the general laws of the 
state have been generally adjudicat- 
ed whereas each charter provision 
of chartered city may be question- 
ed in the absence of a specific case 
on the point. 

California is a noted “home rule” 
State, for our cities have an unus- 
ually wide degree of local autonomy, 
in contrast to many states where 
the rural dominated * legislatures 
narrowly cixcumscribe the rights of 
the city people. City charters in 
California are approved by the leg- 
islature as a matter of routine. Phil- 
adelphia’s outmoded charter con- 
tinues because the streamlined doc- 
ument approved by the city’s voters 
was not sustained by the voters of 
the state. Cities of the sixth class 
are empowered to conduct such a 
wide range of city sevices that it is 
difficult to conceive of any need 
in the future of & special Menlo 
Park charter. The tax rate limit 
is adjusted in the same way as by 
charter, through a vote of the peo- 
ple. The city now has the power 
to assess property and collect its 
own property taxes were that a de- 
sirable procedure.

VETERAN’S GUIDE 


The “term’ in national service life 
insurance term policies is becoming 
increasingly important to veterans 
who entered World War II service 
early, according to Floyd DP. Grang- 
er, veterans service officer. 

These policies run for only eight 
years, Granger pointed out. This 
means that veterans who took out 
term policies in 1941 will find them 
expiring on the corresponding date 
next year. 

Although the Veterans admini- 
stration is sending warning notices 
to holders of term policies two 
months before the expiration date, 
Granger urged veterans in San Ma- 
teo County not to wait for this not- 
ice, but to take action promptly to 
renew their policies or, better still, 
to convert them to one of the six 
permanent plans of NSLI. 

If the veteran elects to renew 
his term policy for another five 
years, he must do so before it ex- 
pires, Granger said. No grace per- 
iod is allowed. He will pay a new 
premium rate, corresponding to his 
attained age.

checks Dec. 1 unless their monthly 
attendance and progress reports are 
filed immediately. This warning 
was voiced by officials of the San 
Francisco regional office of the Vet- 
erans administration. 

The law requires that a veteran 
must show satisfactory grades or 
job performance in order to remain 
in training under the G-I bill and 
draw subsistence allowance. 

Employers of veteran job-trainees 
and operators of privately owned 
training schools were informed in 
September by the VA that effective 
Nov. 1 monthly job or school per- 
formance and attendance reports 
would be required before subsistence 
checks could be mailed to the vet- 
eran. 

San Francisco regional VA offic- 
jials stated that the reports are re- 
guired on approximately 12,000 vet- 
erans training in northern Califor- 
nia. To date less than half that 
number have been received. 

VA officials urged that all vet- 
erans in job-training or enrolled in 
privately owned training schools 
check with their employers or school 
officials to make sure that their re- 
ports have been filed. 

The VA pointed out that this per- 
formance report is not required for 
veterans enrolled in colleges and 
universities.

ANSWER: If you served at any 
time between September 16, 1940 
and July 25, 1947 and you were dis- 
charged under conditions other than 
dishonorable after at least 90 days 
of active service, or for a service-in- 
curred disability in less than 90 
days, you may qualify for a G-I 
loan. 


QUESTION: What is the last date 
on which a veteran of World War 
II may apply for a G-I loan? 

ANSWER: Such veterans have 
until July 25, 1957 in which to apply 
for G-I loans. Armed Forces Re- 
cruitment Act enlistees will have 
10 years after their period of en- 
listment is ended where the dis- 
charge date is later than July 25, 
1947. 


QUESTION: My son was disabled 
during World War II. Will Veterans 
administration pay him an addi- 
tional sum for dependents? 

ANSWER: If your son is rated 60 
percent or more disabled, he is en- 
titled to an additional sum for his 
dependents.

Take 10 Acres 
On Dibble Site 


Fears of some residents of Menlo 
Park and this area that efforts to- 
ward obtaining a site for the new 
south county high school might be 
Nagging were eased this week. 
Trustees of the Sequoia Union 
Ihigh school district ordered the tak- 
ing of a deed to 10 acres of Dibble 
hospital property fronting on Mid- 
dlefield road, opposite the Donohoe. 
property against which the school 
district has filed condemnation suit. 
The Dibble property was offered 
the school district by War Assets 
Administration after lengthy ne- 
gotiations and the action to take 
title was in order to obtain the land 
as a “backstop” for any future de- 
velopments, according to Superin- 
tendent Clyde L. Ogden. 

Mr. Ogden also said the district 
hopes to bring to a conclusion soon 
its efforts to obtain some 30 acres 
of the Donohoe estate east of Mid- 
dlefield road, which is regarded as 
the school trustees as the most de- 
sirable site. Condemnation proceed- 
ings have not been pressed during 
negotiations with the owners, and 
Mr. Ogden said it is hoped there 
will be an early settlement. 

Possession of the 10 Dibble acres 
would supplement the larger site. 
Alone, the Dibble property is not 
regarded as suitable for an expand- 
ing school plant, since there has 
been no assurance additional ground 
could be obtained from Stanford 
Village.

Traffic safety classes in every 
California high school is the ob- 
jective of an intensive campaign 
soon to be launched under leader- 
ship of the California Association 
of Insurance Agents, according to 
David Ingram Sr., of the Menlo 
Park District Insurance Agents As- 
sociation. 

The first step will be taken Dec 
1 at a conference in Sacramento, to 
be attended by officials of several 
State agencies and representatives 
of groups interested in the promo- 
tion of traffic safety education. 

Fewer than 200 high schools of the 
425 in the state have safety educa- 
tion courses and only 70 provide be- 
hind-the-wheel training in addition

That the said City 
Council does hereby declare its in- 
tention to call a special election on 
the 14th day of January, 1949, for 
the purpose of submitting to the 
qualified electors residing in the 
territory hereinafter specifically 
described the question of whether 
such territory shall be annexed to, 
incorporated in and made a part of 
the City of Menlo Park, a munici- 
pal corporation.
